Did not give the vorker particination in the profits of the cormanies. 
Did not give the worker a just selary. 
Jid not give the worker a weelly day off with ay. 
Did not give free schools for the worlers' children, 
Dil not vrotect the rural worker, 
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"But, in this 'short time' Getulios 
Trotected the ‘sharks, ! 
Legalized extraordinary profits. 
Ennloyed, through the institutions, the workers’ money on huge deals. 
Deceived the workers with starvation wages, 
Inereased the cost of living ninefold. 
Burned eighty million sacks of coffee. 
Strangled the press and radio, 
Destroyed public liberties. 
Instituted a regime of base adulation and of subordination, 
Arrested, nut away, tried and exiled his political adversaries, 
persecuting more than 150,000 Brazilians, 
Betrayed successively all the men and parties who supnorted hin, 
Corrupted the customs with debasement and lies.
